TOMORROW’S PROMISE 


One of the greatest problems facing many of the world’s countries today is the problem of the quality of 
politicians. Politicians guide and control our lives so I feel it is up to us, the public, to insist that the standard 





of politicians be improved. Now let us consider the situations in which politicians are necessary and the types of 
politicians that these situations demand. 

First, the International level. This is where the international problems of the world are brought to the conference 
table for solution. In this position politicians are diplomats and political considerations represent national 
rather than party policy. : 

Next, on the National level, the problems of the country are brought to the legislative assembly and solu- 
tions are proposed by the government and opposition. On this level politicians must be good leaders and be able 
to deal with highly general problems, such as Bilingualism, use of nuclear power or unification of the armed 
forces. 

Thirdly, is the Provincial level. In this position the technical problems of a subsection in a nation are dis- 
cussed and answers are proposed by the governing party. A politician on the Provincial level must have financial 
and legal abilities and be a competent administrator and leader. 

Last on the list, but not least important, are the District levels. Here every technical problem of a city, Municipality or specia- 
lized district, such as a hospital district, must be dealt with. The administrator and elected officials of a district must be able to 
take advice and make decisions on many subjects, be they legal, administrative or financial, often of great complexity. Now that 
we have seen what politicians have to do let us see what politicians so often are. 

On the International level, although their causes or ideals may be different, politicians are basically the same. They are all work- 
ing for what they see as the good of the world. 

The National level is where the greatest variety of politicians is found. On this level there are good administrators, there are 
good lawyers, financial wizards and power-hungry scoundrels. There are buffoons and there are people in politics just to keep up 
and promote their own reputations. 

On the Provincial level politicians are rarely the all-purpose experts they should be and most are specialists, proficient in one 
subject only such as education, finance or agriculture. 

On the District level political directions are usually cast aside and politicians are concerned with running the district they are 
elected to but rarely with the level of competence required. 

Now that we have examined the situations in which politicians function I will present to you some solutions to the problems 
concerning politicians and their quality. First, would it not be a good idea to introduce into the schoolroom classes concerning 
politics? This would give students a look at politics from the outside so that they have some grounding in politics on which to 
base their further political activity. 

Next I suggest experience as a requirement. For example, a politician must have, for instance, at least two terms on the 
aldermanic level before entering Provincial politics and five years experience on the Provincial level before entering National 
politics. 

My last solution is the idea of a political license. Our priests are licensed, as are doctors; why do we not license our politicians? 
If we licensed them a higher standard of politics would be obtained because only able and interested men and women would 
continue to offer themselves for election. 

These solutions I have given are only a few to the many problems concerning us and our politicians today — there are many 
more available. By adopting the solutions I have presented I am sure we can make Tomorrow’s promise come true; that promise 
being an improvement in the standard of politicians in this country to produce a better, more interested and concerned: 
government able to deal with the ever-increasing political problems of the world.

The most important event of this year was moving into the larger, 
lighter and very attractive Art Room next to the Science Lab and 
really getting down to working there in January.

In the demonstration 
Grade 4 boys were doing mosaic work; 5--masks; 6--papier mache 
bowls and clay works; 7 and 8--painting and printing linos and coll- 
agraphs; 9 and 10--plexi-glass engraving, woodcuts and linocuts. Some 
boys in Grade 8 also demonstrated script and italic writing. In all, 
forty boys were involved in these workshop evenings. 

In the summer term Grade 8 has made a very worthwhile con- 
tribution with their enterprising wire sculpture and clay tiles. Grades 
5, 6 and 7 have also worked enthusiastically in clay. Thanks to the 
good organization and fund-raising efforts of the Women’s Auxiliary, 
Mrs. Hemphill, the President, has given the go-ahead signal for the 
purchase and instalment of a kiln. We look forward to keeping it 
busy next year. 

We thank Mr. Fraser for all his good photographing records of 
work in the Art Room and other members of the staff who have 
cooperated in creative enterprises. Sally Rochfort has volunteered 
assistance on Tuesday afternoons with Grades 4 and 6 and we thank 
her for this help and encouraging work with individual boys. 

In all it has been a year with an upward swing. We look forward 
to further involvement and enjoyment in the visual arts next year.

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JUNIOR MATHEMATICS CONTEST - 1976 


Ten boys from each of Grades 9 and 10 entered this competition which this year comprised 17000 in 900 schools. 
Our top five scorers were as follows:

The Costello brothers were both 3rd in their respective grades for the whole of Vancouver Island, while Chris Hemphill 
came 9th in Grade 9. The school as a whole came 39th out of 114 schools in B. C., and 298th out of 901 schools 
in Canada; perhaps a little lower than in 1975, but still a very creditable performance when one remembers that this 
competition is open to Grade 11 students also.

Many parents must be a little confused by the notion of an ungraded Primary area. 
Principally for their enlightenment but also to recapitulate the idea for others I will 
define my ideas and objectives. 


Grades are no longer of significance. Instead we have group situations where 
boys can work in different developmental groups, advancing to more difficult levels 
at an individual rate. 


Learning takes place on a continuous progress pattern, based on readiness. 


Elimination of the “ pass or fail” situation and the problems which are associated 
with it. 


No time limits for learning a concept. Different boys learn at different rates and 
so the time table is sufficiently flexible to allow for individual or group reinforcement. 


Learning is a continual process therefore we must make the best use of all time 
spent at school by creating a stimulating environment anda happy atmosphere 
for pupil and teacher. 


Young people are individuals and are not part of a homogeneous group. Allowances 
are made for differences in ability, attention span etc., by flexible planning. 


Open area projects between all groups encourage independence and initiative 
in the child’s work pattern and also instill a sense of responsibility among the older 


boys. 


Negative attitudes towards others are discouraged and we try to instill in the boys 
a feeling of mutual trust and respect for fellow students and adults.
